toward the distracting elements of college life. The evi- | 
dence proves very conchisively that if a pupil completes 
grade VIII at‘a very young age, it is sound judgment to 
have the pupil immediately enter high school, and then go 
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directly to college if desired, rather than.to have the child 
repeat a grade or remain at home.a year or so to acquire 
more maturity.
